FEMALES: Tho numbor of fomalo broadwinnors in July, 1939 (including women who were employers 
self-omployors and wago and salary ocarners, or tomporerily unomployod) numbered 677,600. 

In Merch, 1944, tho numbor wes 820,500. Tho incrocso of 142,900 included tho normal ine 
eronso of 36,400 fomelo broedwinnors (which might hevo beon oxpocted if pro-war trends 

had continucd) and en abnormal war-timo increase of 106,500 fomales in gainful occupation 
(including Forces) who would not have boon scoking gainful occupetion but for war conditions.

July, 1939 and March, 1944 by 121,500 (18.9%). Thero were incroasos of 19,700 (98.5%) in 
fomelos in rural industry and 176,300 (35.3%) in othor industrios (oxcluding private domes- 


tic sorvico). Tho numbor of fomelos engagod in privato domestic sorvico decreased by 
74,500 (59.8%).

ro Analysis of the figures of Government employment (civilians) indicates that the net 
jncrease since July 1939 of 120,100 persons has been made as follows:- War Departments, 
defence works construction and Allied Government services +82,5003; Government factories 
+47,200; Other Commonwealth, State, Local and Scmi-Government authorities ~9,600. 


Total Government employment reached a peak of 546,900 in August 1943, since when 
there has been a decline of 21,800. 


Total civil employment (excluding rural and household domestic) reached a peak in 
November 1941 (1,952,300) following which there was a heavy decline in male employment as men 
were called up for the Armed Forces, Since the middle of 1943 there has been little change 
in male or female employment (excluding rural and household domestic), 


During October, 1944, estimated total civil employment (excluding rural and 
females in private domestic service) decreased by 2,400, made up of decreases of 1,800 males 
jand 600 females. These decreases were due largely to an industrial dispute in Queensland, 
Changes in the main industrial groups from August to September 1944, and a comparison with 
the distribution of employment by industries in earlier periods may be seen in Section C,

During October, 1944, total wage and salary earners in employment (excluding rural 
and household domestic) increased slightly in New South Wales, Victoria and Western Australie 
Decreases occurred in Queensland (wnere there was an industrial dispute) and in South 
Australia and Tasmania, 


MALES: Total male wage and salary earners employed in non-rural industry increased 
slightly in Victoria and Western Australia. In New South Wales, there was no change, 
Decreases occurred in Queensland, South Australia and Tasmania. 


In Munitions, Aircraft and Shipbuilding (Governmental) there were decreases 
in all States, Other Factories showed increases in New South Wales, Victoria and 
Western Australia and decreases in other States, The declins in Building and Construction 
was primarily in Queensland, Shipping and Stevedoring employment decreased in New South 
Wales. Other significent movements were a decrease in Rail and Air Transport and an 
increase in Governmental n.c.i, in New South Wales. 


FEMALES: Total female employment (excluding rural and household domestic) increased 
slightly in New South Wales and Victoria and decreased in other States. Employment on 
munitions manufacture decreased in all States except Western Australia end Tasmania and in 
Other Factcries there were decreases in sach State except Victoria. Retail trade expanded 
primarily in New South Wales. Governmental n.@.i. showed a decline in female employees in 
each State except Tasmania. In "Other Industries" there were increases in New South Wales, 
Victoria and South Australia,
